Three minutes later Barry

Woking's way. A substitute was 
needed for the injured Holder 
after 34 minutes, and 60 seconds 
later ‘their right-half, Finn, re- 
ceived a booking following an 
incident involving Anthony.

Wanderers cleared the final bar-

a Woking defender failed to 
clear a Searle cross shot from 
the Ieft. and Anthony piled in to 
make it 3-0, 
. Farris could relax even Jess 
after the interval, as Woking 
doggedly stonewalled their way 
through 45 minutes of one-way 
traffic. 


Wycombe — somehow—failed 
to add ‘to their tally, But they 
did force at least a trio of goal- 
line clearances from the visitors, 
who were also thankful that 
Referee Mr. A, A, Teale had 
blown his whistle fractionally 
before Searle had put the bail 
into their net from an Anthony 
cross in the 58th minute.
